0 Assistant Secretary Allen of the navy, 
hicb gives a good account of the pre- 
ent condition nf the Reina Mercedes, 
t is as follows: 


There has been so much talk about 


be Reina Mercedes and the difficulty of 
ending her to Portsmouth, N. H , that 
have been led to pay her a visit per 
hum in order to ascertain her condi- 
ioti. I find it as follows: 
When siie 


eached the Norfolk navy yard E 
eaked so much that it was necessary to 
get a steam boiler and two pumps and 
>ump her out. and she wts placed in 
he diy dock and hei bottom was re- 
tired sufficiently to stop all leaks, and 
hen her bDttom wab cleaned and painted 
with composition paint. She had very 
dirty msides, and was cleaned through- 
out by sweeping, but although much of 
lev inner plaiting was rusty, nothing 
was done to that, nor wus liny wood- 
work removed. A large hole in her 
berth deck was not closed up, but was 
surrounded with a ruiling to prevent ac 
cidents and some holes in her upper 
deck were planked over. Arrangements 
were made for battening down her 
weather dock hatches, if necessary, ant 
ler gear and capstan for handling an 
hors were put in good order. The ai 
jorts were fitted with new lenses, in 
place of all those missing when she ar 
rived. Hci hand steering wheel, hav 
ing been donated to the Smithsonian in 
titution, a new ono was fitted. Al 
openings in her bulkheads below the 
berth dccK were closed, miasing rivet 
supplied, and the bulkheads tightened. 
The stu-king water-tight doors weie 
made to woik temporarily, if operated 
by blocks and tackles. The drainage 
system was bad but new temporary 
pipes were connected with the steam 
pumps. In addition to all this prepara- 
tion, she had been furnished 
with 


metallic whale boats, to be used on her 
trip north. In view of her condition, 
as thus described, uhe is ul this moment 
in proper condition to bo to wad to anv 
other poit. The coal on buaid is esti- 
mated at 500 tons, and the notion that 
it is infected with disease is fanciful and 
untenable. 


"Now 
if you discover any reason in 


the foregoing why the Reina Mercedes 
should not be sent to Portsmouth, if 
the department wishes to send her there, 
1 shall be glad to have you tell me 
what it is. Of course 
if sending her 


there would lead us to trouble with 
Spain, she ought not to be sent there. 
On this I suggest that you consult the 
secretary of the state. 
Spaniards who 


were sent there for quite a long enforced 
stay were very well treated and ex- 
pressed themselves as greatly pleased 
with their accommodations. I have no 
doubt the Rema Mercedes if she goes 
there and can speak will be much more 
satisfied with her surroundings than 
those she encountered at Norfolk." 


At the navy department it was said 


that no order had as yet been issued, 
or was contemplated, for the sending of 
the Mercedes to Portsmouth 
In fact, 


said a bureau chief, the matter rests en 
irely with Admiral Grownmshield, un- 
ess be is overruled by Secretaries Long 
r Allen. 
lu speaking of the matter the Wash- 


ngton correspondent of the Manchester 
Jnion says: The New England delega- 
iou in congress will have to do some 
troog wire palling to have the Rein a 
Mercedes sent to the Portsmouth navy 
ard. At present she is tied up at the 
Norfolk yard in charge of a ship keeper. 
3very one is familiar with the difficulty 
experienced last summer in having the 
Raleigh sent to the New Hampshire 
?»rd for repairs. A similar performance 
will 
undoubtedly 
have to be gone 


through with in regard to tho Beiaa 
Mercedes. Senators Chandler aud Hale 
are working diligently to accomplish 
this end, and Secretary Long has gone 
so far as to say that ho saw no reason 
why she should not be sent there, but 
still there is a bitch in the issuing of the 
order, and the person responsible, it is 
stated, is Bear Admiral Orowuinahield, 
chief of the bureau 
of navigation. 


Crowoinshield seomo to have a grudg* 
against tbo 
Portsmouth 
yard. 
He 


fought the order sending the Ualeigh 
tbere, and says that the Mercedes should 
nat go for three reasons. First, that to 
use her as a receiving ship at the Ports- 
month yard would be an tlTront to the 
Spanish government. Second, that the 
cost, estimated by him to be $160,000, 
to pot her in proper condition is too 
great, jnd that unless ahe iras over- 
hauled and all of hor wood work taken 
out, yellow fover would bo apt to break 


out at any time among sailors that 
might be aboard of her. He also says 
that the ^Portsmouth yard has not the 
proper facilities for removing the 400 or 
509 tons of coal still in her. 


Admiral Hiohborn of the bureau of 


construction and repair, says, on the 
other hand, that the vessel • eonld be 
put in proper condition fur 35000 or 
J«000, and that tue facilities at the New 
Hampshire yard for removing coal are 
as good as those at any other yard. 


Senator Gal linger has introduced the 


following pension bill among others, to 
increase tho pension of C. B. Hanscom 
of Portsmouth to $50 a month.

A TITLED SURGEON. 


His Services and Wealth Have Been 


Devoted to the Poor. 


The sixtieth anniversary of a very 


notable man WPS recently celebrated in 
tfermany. It is that of Duke Chui IPS 
Theodore ot Bavaria, who has acquired 
high distinction by his work as a phil- 
anthropist and by his skill as a sur- 
geon 
For many ;.eats he has been 


treating persons afflicted with diseas- 
es of the eyes, and he has up to date 
performed operations on 151,000 persons 
suffering from cataracts. The removal 
of Cataracts is indeed the 
work to 


which he now devotes almost his entne 
time 


At first he declined to accept. :m> feus 


fiom patients. 
Physicians throughout 


the country, however, seeing that he 
had practically a monopoly as regards 
the removal of cataracts, addressed •<, 
petition to him some time ago in whicl 
they requested him to chaige the cus- 
tomary fee, on the ground that oth- 
erwise he would be doing an uinten- 
tional injustice to other physicians, and 
the Duke at once promised to comply 
with their request. 


He planned, therefore, to charge his 


wealthy patients, a good round sum 
and to spend the 
money, when 
it 


reached him, in establishing three hos- 
pitals, where the poor afflicted with eye 


i diseases c oulU be treated—one in Mu- 
| nich. another in Meran and a third in 
| Tegernsee. As the money, however, did 


not come in as quickly as he expected, 
he began to build the hospitals at his 
ow n expense, and 
the cost of their 


maintenance 
to-day 
comes almost 


wholly out of his own pocket. 
This 


amounts to about S?0,000 a year. Of his 
many wealthy patients few pay him for 
his sor\icos, and they know well that 
he will never press for payment. 


Such ingratitude would cleter many 


men from continuing in their philan- 
thropic work, but the Duke is not la- 
boring in order to earn gratitude or 
money. As a matter of fact, he and his 
family, in order to maintain the hospi- 
tals, have been obliged to reduce their 
living expenses almost to a minimum. 
Take most Germans, the Duke loves a 
good horse, but to-day almost all the 
stalls in his stable are empty. His wife, 
who was the Princess De Braganza, 
and his children have also given up 
many luxuries in order to be able to 
continue the good work. 


The Tegernsee Hospital occupies an 


entire wing of the castle in which the 
Duke and his family reside. Poor pa- 
tients on their arrival receive at once 
a hearty meal and a bath. Then the 
young ladies examine thern and report 
to their father in regard to the condi- 
tion of each. 


If there is imperative necessity th" 


operation is performed without delay, 
but otherwise- not for several days, or 
until the patient has regained strength 
by n comfortable rest at the hospital. 
During these d:iy.= of rest the patients 
receive the best possible food and carp, 
so that, as has been well said, the Duke 
docs not only keep a free hospital, but 
also a free restaurant and a free home. 


after a supper ot boiled pork, hard 
bread and tincup coffee*---that, you see, 
was what you crigat call pretty solid 
food to smoke, on—a-pipe of cut plug 
was £ ueligbt But gracious goodness!

Smoking a pipe a good 
deal, but not plug tobacco, and com- 
ing finally to smoking chiefly cigara, 
and these rather strong; and I came 
finally, too, to rely on tobacco a good 
deal to brace me up in my work, and 
it was a great help and comfort, and 
I could do better wilh it than without 
it; but at last the time came when it 
wad just the other way; when it did 
uot stimulate me; but when rather, 
my flre seemed clogged by it; when 
though freely used for fuel, tobacco 
didn't generate the heat, nor afford 
the stimulus at all that It once had. 
it was still a comfort, but no longer a 
help in the work, and in time it came 
to be a drawback; to retard rather 
than facilitate my mental operations. 
It gave a little glow at the outset, but 
It was soon lost, and the brain, as one 
might say, became opaque and insen- 
sible, and so tobacco came to be worse 
than no help, a hindrance, as far as 
work was concerned. 


"One time a wise friend told me of 


a friend of his who had been immense- 
ly benefited by abstaining from tobac- 
co, and I made up my mind to try that 
myself—1 was sort of run down and 
naif played out—and for two years 
ind a half 1 used no tobacco whatever, 
t was hard work to give it up, but I 
oon got used to being without it, and 
soon I began to feel better, a better 
one, a better nerve, and a better grip 
generally. It did me a pile of good to 
give up smoking that two years and a 
half; it seemed to sort of shake out of 
me the ragged nerve ends and to 
reshen me and brighten me and 
stengthen me. It was giving nature a 
chance, and nature responded by giv- 
ng me buoyancy and power of resist- 
ance. Nothing ever did me more good 
nan that long period of abstention 
from tobacco. 
It brought me around 


in good shape again, and then once 
more 1 took up smoking. That may 
seem foolish; perhaps it was, but 
that's what I did. 


"I had a few cigars, the last of a 


box from which I had been smoking 
when I stopped, and 1 got out one of 
them with anticipations of great pleas- 
ure. 
These anticipations were real- 


ized, though not only at the beginning, 
for the smoking of the cigar before I 
got through with it pretty nearly up- 
set me. But the next cigar didn't af- 
fect me that way. With that I fell In- 
to the old habit of smoking readily 
so hard is it to give up the habit and 
so easy to resume* it. 


"But I soon found that for my own 


comfort and welfare, if 1 woro to use 
tobacco at all. I must use it in moder- 
ation. 
Mini- is a mental occupation, 


but I suppose a man can work as hard 
with ti pen as he can with a pick. 
When I resumed smoking I tried it as j 
a stimulant at work, but I promptly 
found that that wouldn't do at all. It 
gave a light and agreeable exaltation 
at the outset, but, as before, one not 
at all lasting nor of sufficient force to 
be valuable, and not only that effect, 
briet 
and fleeting, but 
continued 


smoking while at work served now, 
as it had come to do years before, 
only to clog up the brain. In fact, I 
found that as far as I was concerned I 
could not work and smoke, too."— 
New York Sun.

New Tork, .Dec. 19.—This has been 


another panicky day in the Wall street 
district. Shortly after the beginning of 
business two failures occurred, and 
during- the session of the Stock Ex- 
change securities of all grades were 
thrown overboard in a manner that 
sent prices down with a rush. 


To, add to the confusion and hard- 


ships the price for call money went 
kiting, until late in (he afternoon 135 
per cent, was bid, sometimes without 
avail. 


The suspension of the Produce Ex- 


change Trust Company—with liabili- 
ties of $ll,650,000~was first announced. 
While still speculating on the fffect of 
this suspension, the failure of Henry 
Allen & Co.. members of the Stock Kx- 
change, became kcoun. 


For an hour following the giving out 


of the news* about the Trust Company 
and Allen & Co., thm> was demoraliza- 
tion. A slight reaction set in u few 
hours later, when it became manifest 
that the market was receiving sub- 
stantial support. Later, however, when 
money was called for, and the price 
mounted to ruinous rates, there was 
another general collapse. 


Bears were in almost absolute con- 


trol of the market and every stock in 
the Industrial list and most of the rail- 
roads received a hammering which 
pent prices below the low point of last 
week.

His first ob- 
ject was to capture San Mateo, where 
the Philippine general, Geronimo, was 
supposed to be located with the strong- 
est organized force of insurgents north 
of Manila. The night was one of tbe 
worst of the season, a terrible rain 
storm prevailing. With his staff and 
Troop I, Fourth cavalry, General Law- 
ton left Manila at nin« o'clock, in ad- 
vance of the main force, which started 
from Lulona at midnight. Accompanied 
by his small escort, General Lawton. led 
the way through an almost impassable 
country for fifteen miles, over hilis and 
through canebrake and deep mud. The 
head of the valley was reached before 
daybreak. The attack upon San Mttteo 
began at eight o'clock and lasted three 
hours. 
There were few 
casualities 


apart from tbe death of General Law- 


ton. 
When the general met his death 


he was walking along the firing line in 
front of bis troops, only three hundred 
yards from a small trench holding in- 
surgent sharpshooters. He had on the 
white helmet that he always wore and a 
yellow rain coat. These, with his com- 
manding height, rendered him easily 
distinguishable to the enemy. Several 
close shcts had already clipped tbe 
grass near Idea and his staff officers had 
spoken to him of his danger. He had 
only laughed, with his usual contempt 
for bullets, Suddenly he exclaimed, "I 
am shot," at the same time clenching 
his arms in an effort to keep erect, but 
almost instantly falling into the arms of 
a staff officer. 
Orderlies rushed across 


the field for the surgeons, but their 
skill was useless. The body was car 
rieil iuto a clump of bushes and placed 
upon a stretcher. At almost the same 
instant the cheers of the American sol- 
diers charging into San Mateo were 
mingling with the rifle reports. 
Six 


stalwart cavalrymen bore the litter into 
tbe town, followed by the staff officeis 
carrying the colors, the cavalry bring- 
ing up the rear. The troopers passed 
bareheaded through the building wber< 
the body was laid. The entire com 
mand was stricken with grief, and manj 
tears fell from the eyes of tuoso whc 
' had campaigned it with the dead gen 
eral. Owing to the condition of th 
country tue body could not be brougb 
to Manila today. General Lawton wa 
not only a brilliant soldier, but a pic 
ture*iiue figure in the military world 
He stood six feet and three inches in 
his stockings. He weighed '210 pounds, 
every ounce of it bone, sinew and grit. 
He was but fifty-five years old and as 
athletic as a youth of eighteen. He 
could go without food, drink or sleep 
longer than any other officer in Uncle 
Sam's army. He took a tub bath every 
morning, winter and summer. He was 
a» big of heart as he was broad of 
shoulder. 
He had a terrific temper 


when roused, but when calm be was as 
gentle as a child. He was not a talker. 
Facts about himself and his exploits 
could be obtained only by a corkscrew 
process.

GOOD MAftKtMIN TO •! FOUNI

And He !• • Mixture of Strategy BIN 


Religion—Tactloe Against lh« Cng 
Ilih—A leer Military Camp—Fight 
ing Qualities of the Men. 


A» a flf hter the Boer la * mixture <n 


strategy and religion. Before coin* in 
to battle each captain leada hU troopi 
in prayer, for the Boer children an 
brought up on the Heidelberg cate- 
chism, and the first thing they learn it 
the answer to the question: "What II 
the only comfort In life and in death?' 
The army then joins in singing OU 
Hundred, "every man," as one English* 
man deticribed it, "trying to outdo Uu 
other in slowness of time, each not* 
being prolonged for at least six beats." 
The religious injunctions arc- not for- 
gotten on the march and travel on th« 
Sabbath day In avoided as much ai 
possible. Com Paul's pre-eminence Ir, 
the nation is due to his piety as much 
as anything else, and when he was 
commandant general and military lead- 
er he could get a following by raising 
hi* hand. The Boers are almost as 
great fanatics In war as the Moham- 
medans, though their natural strategy 
prevents them from recklessly destroy- 
ing themselves. Kruger rose to fame 
by taking hold of a campaign against 
the natives in which his predcceisot 
had failed. This man did not belong tc 
the Dopper Church, which is the ultra- 
orthodox branch of the Dutch Reform- 
ed that is lu the eseendant there. The 
Boers said the I^c-ril was against the 
other leader on account of his heresy. 


A Boer military camp, however, is 


not entirely devoid 
of 
recreation. 


Shooting at a mark Is always in ordi?t 
and the young men Indulge in a rough 
sport that sometimes proves seilous. 
They rail it throwing the ox-hide, and 
it consists in tossing a man up in the 
air just as the American soldiers do 
with a blanket. About a dozen chaps 
grab the edges of an ox-hide and from 
this throw a comrade In the air so high 
that when he strikes again he is un- 
conscious and perhaps has broken a 
few bones. 


There is no doubt about the skill of a 


Boer \\llh the rifle, though the English 
contend that the new genpration has 
deteriorated vastly in this respect. 
Tills may be true of those young men 
who are growing up in the towns, but 
of those who live on the open veldt tli( 
ks 


cannot be said. It is common to s-o 
them while riding at a good pace drop 
a bird on the wing at 100 yards. In 
killing an ox for meat on the march 
more than one bullet is never used. 


Tommy Atkins dreads the 
Boer. 


There i» a cold, unfeeling crack to his 
Jiflc that makes the English soldier 
pale, for he knows the bullet Is com- 
ing straight for the- centre of his belt. 
Fighting against the Matabele or Bech- 
uana is not such a dangerous matter. 
The machine guns do most of the work 
and tlv only reply is a scattered vol- 
ley of assegais anti slugs. Kruger mi<l 
Joutaert know this and count on this 
shrinking dread to keep the TCnglish 
troops at a distance. Heretofore this 
has been done. 


From a dull, apathetic, Ill-kept and 


lazy dreamer the Koer is then trans- 
formed into a quick-witted cunning 
jind enerRPtic being. The Transvaal 
luirtrher. indeed, is a most prculiar 


< ombiuation of phlegmatic Dutchman 
and a wildly excited Latin. On the 
veldt he will loaT around in the sun ancl 
only move to reload his pipe. In the 
Haad chambers the sergeant-at-arms 
oftimes is unable to maintain order. 


It is on the rifles of these old country 


Boers that Kruger mostly depends. On 
the night that the news reached him 
of the Jameson raid in December, 1895, 
there Vas consternation at Pretoria. 
The first despatch said that 3,000 Brit- 
ish troops had crossed the border, and 
then a second, sent by the British as a 
decoy, stated that the troops \\ere only 
the Chartered Company's police mak- 
ing a short cut. Joubert wanted to 
take the few cannon that were in Pr--- 
toria -and go out to meet the Invaders. 


"Oh, no, Pict." said Oom Paul. Don't 


you suppose :_,0 of our old farmers with 
their rifles can stop 2,000 ruineks?" 


The result proved that Kruger was 


right. The whole force that fought 
Jameson consisted of 400 men in two 
Divisions, summoned from the open 
veldt, Jameson began the attack with 
artillery. The old Boers laughed at 
this.

appalling to those who had not had 
previous experience of modern pro- 
jectiles, feo keen were the rank and 
file of the Devonshlres that more than 
one man exposed himself to the dead- 
ly aim of the Boers merely in order to 
fiatiHfy himself as to the progress of tho 
fight. I heard one soldier Invite his 
comrade to put up his head and see 
how the Boers were getting on. "I will 
RB ooon as there is rcom for it," was 
the reply—a very natural one, consid- 
ering that the air seemed to consist of 
Hying lead. 


The Gordon Htghlandcro were espec- 


ially anxious to teach the enemy a les- 
son. Their regiment was represented 
at Majuba Hill, and the Boers had af- 
terward referred to them In derision as 
"Kaffirs clothed in kilts." The men 
were keen on wiping out the insult, and 
to this end bore themselves with the 
most reckless courage. Nor were the 
Manchesters one whit less ardent or 
determined. 


It was a magnificent and soul stirring 


spectacle as our gallant fellows dashed 
at the enemy, driving him irresistibly 
from point to point. The Boers s^ood 
their ground to the last, with the cour- 
age of despair; but they were no match 
for our men in personal combat, and 
were driven back in hopeless confusion. 
Fifty or sixty of them, mounting their 
horses, made off at full speed over the 
hills toward the east. Another fifteen 
minutes of deadly work and the last 
shot had been fired. 


With a loud cheer, and a shout from 


the Gordon Highlanders of "What price 
Majuba?" our men dashed down the 
opposite incline right into the heart of 
the Boer position, with bayonets fixed. 
But the while (lag, stuck into the muz- 
zle of a Mauser, was already flying in 
the laager, and the officers checked 
their men in their mad career. 


No praise can hr too high for the 


courage and self-sacrifice of our offl- 
ccis. Their behavior was worthy of 
the finest traditions of the British 
army. Their courage was not mere 
recklessness, but deliberately calculat- 
ed, with-'lhe object of encouraging and 
di'-eetlner the men \\ho followed them. 
Yet it is only just to the rank and file 
to siy that they would have advanced 
as steadily on theii own initiative.— 
I-iondon Standard.

They Aro the Product of Complicated 


Machinery. 


' A slate poncli is a very simple if- 
fair, and om> would ncarcel.T imapluc 
,tut> process of its manufacture cotu- 


Yet, 
like muuy other simple 


iu constant UKO, it is the re- 


sult of much thought and can>, and 
a product of complicated machinery. 


First, broken pieces of slate are put 


into a mortar run 
by stoaiu, 
nud 


misliocl into a powder, which is then 
bolted lu a machine xtu-li as is used 
iu flouring mills. A tine slate flour 
results, wh It'll is thoroughly mixed iu 
n large tub with steatite flour and 
olher materials, tho whole making a 
stiff dough. 
The dousii is kneaded 


l»y being passed between iron rollers 
n couple ot times, arnl is then takeu 
to a table, where it is made into short 
cylinders four or five iuches thick. 
each containing from 
eight 
to 
ten 


pounds of material. Four of these *-y- 
linclers are placed in a strong iron re- 
tort which has a changeable nozzle, 
reirulatitig the £i/,e o( tin- pencils. 


lu the retoit the material is sub- 


jected to great 
hydraulic 
ptv^Miie, 


and is thus pushed through tin- uoz/.le 
In the shape of a long curd. As this 
cord comes through it passes <mT a 
l.nil'e which cuts it into the desired 
lengths. These are laid on boaiiU to 
dry, and sire tlieu placed on sheets of 
corrugated zinc. The corrugation pie- 
Tents tlit- pencils from wnrpiug dur- 
ing tl'o baking process. The baking

steai:i The pencils go from the kiln 
to the finishing rooiv. where the ends 
are neatly pointed by being held i'or 
an instant uuder a r.ipidlv revolving 
emery wheel, aud then to the pack- 
ing room.

Melbourne Argus of Oct. i', the ques- 
tion of th° supply of horses from Vic- 
toria for use in the South African cam- 
paign has attracted considerable inter- 
est among those specially connected 
•with our shipping trade in horses. This 
interest was naturally much inc;easel 
when it became known that the British 
military authorities had decided to pur- 
chase horses In Australia, for which' 
purpose officers connected with the re- 
mount service are on board the Himal- 
aya. Ashleh arrived at Adelaide on Ort. 
1. The first question I be considered in 
connection with the possibility of ob- 
taining horses in Victoria for servico. 
in Africa is In connection with the class 
of horses that is required.

PS within four miles of Pittsburgh city 
line, and whose fertile farms are as- 
sessed at more than half a million dol- 
lars, and yet has not a church, nor 
a minister, not a doctor, not an attor- 
ney,' not a saloon or speak-easy, is now 
nbout to lose for the third time its bit 
of railroad.

There is probably not another town- 


ship cast of the Mississippi River sim- 
ilarly conditioned. The new Baltimore 
and Ohio tunnel at White Hall will so 
rhan?e the course of tho Wheeling Di- 
vision that it will be at Wilson's Sta- 
tion. True, the line will follow do\\ n 
the bank of tiickrun, the dividing1 line 
between Jefferson and Snowden Town- 
ships, but the residents of the town- 
Ship do rot consider that after the tun- 
nel is opened next spring they will have 
n. raihoaci at all At present the rail- 
road running over the hill at While 
Hall and down past Cmry's Station 
takes in a generous part of the town- 
ship, but this track will be abandoned 
ivhen the line is run through the tun- 
nel now being constructed. 
Fifteen years ago the rails were lift- 
;d from the Pittsburg Southern tracks 
ivhieh traversed the township from end 
'o end; later the Chartiers and Youghi- 
isfheny Road was graded through the 
township from edge to edge, yet for 
some reason the rails wer« never laid. 
These two long scars have never healed 
iroperly in the minds of the sturdy far- 
Tiers. and now comes the third indigni- 
:y, the removal of the tracks of the 
Baltimore and Ohio from the best part 
}f the township.

The cos 
of replacing this woodwork would run 
considerably above $100,000, a sum far 
beyond the estimated worth of thn ship 
as a receiving vessel, even if the depart- 
ment had the funds to spare for the 
purpose. Therefore the vessel will be 
allowed to remain at Norfolk for the 
present at least.—Washington Star.
